One ol' 
tlicm suggosted to me that it might 
be of IntiTo.'it to us to come to some 
understuiidiiig iind have a fusion of 
forces, lie rIho said tliat possibly the 
Liberals might drop one of their men 
if we couM arrange to drop one of 
the Labor candidates. I toUl them 
that by such actions they might elect 
a labor niaii in ' place of -a- Conserva- 
tive. 

"As far as I rocollect they then 
suggested tliat the matter bo brought 
before the Liberal executive. 

"The next movement waa when I 
was telephoned on Friday night, about 
11 o'clock, '.after K Was 'in bed, by a 
Eontlemaniwlth AVhom I had never di.s- 
cnsaed- ihIsi»matteK : The statement In 
the Tlhies'tKcit aie had been empow- 
ered- to' act for.me is absolutely false, 
as I hdd not even apokoti to him on 
llio subjej-t. ile asked me to go down 
(lie'n' and Jiieet ,ilic I..Hieral ojxfccullVe. 
I told lilin 1 had nollilng to do with 
that body and refuued to ' go. I said, 
however, that if they wished to meet 
me I would see them on Saturday 
morning at 9:30 in. my office, provided 
niy fellow candidate, Mr. A. Johnson, 
was there also. 

■ "A committee of three niembor.s of 
the Liberal executive, whoso najnes 
at tlie present time I do not: c^rp ,' to 
disclose, accordingly- came 'to 'OTyJ,,Of* 
(ice on Saturday morning. Mr.vjohn- 
.VI 111 was there.iwlth me. They ex- 
pressed, a desire for- practically a union 
of forces between the Liberal and 
Labor parties and stated that they 
were willinpr to drop one man from 
their ticket on condition that the 
Labor party dropi)ed one also. I was 
also desired to promise to support the 
Liberals on a party measiire. I told 
them that I believed extreme parli- 
■/.anship in pollth's was ih-trimental to 
the Ijfst InterestH of government and 
that.

I 
said that. If elected, my vote wmild be 
given as freely for the overthrow of 
on(^ govcrninrnt as another If It proved 
a traitor to the Interests I represented, 
but that I would never vote to oust 
a government on a purely party meas- 
ure. I believe in the permanence of 
government, as far as possible. Mr. 
.Tohnson stated that he was in the 
hands of the executive of the Cana- 
dian Labor party, that they had rn- 
ipu-sted hlni to stand and lie would 
not withdraw unless apked by them to 
do so. He further said that he w;is 
standing fm- principle, and not for 
parly, and that success for the jno- 
nient was not the only consideration. 

"I suggested that the Liberals drop 
two of their men and support us, rath- 
er than see two Conservatives elected. 

'"Vho. Initiative was on the part of 
the Ijll)eral party; I never dreamed of 
a fusion. I never approached anyone 
on the subject and the statement made 
by the Times that I started the move- 
ment or that anyone else did so on my 
behalf Is totally without foundation. 

"About a,, week before I accepted the 
Labor nomination I was roquested by 
a member of the Liberal oxec\itlve not 
to accept, an I might hurt the chances 
of the latter party in Victoria. I care- 
fully considered the matter and de- 
rided to accede to the wishes of my 
friends of the Canadian Lalior party, 
and I am prepared to stand nr fall 
with them. At the time I thought the 
Liberals considered mo very easy 
game to act as a kind of bait to se- 
cure the labor vote for the Libornl.-i.

MR. POOliiV'S MEETING 

Electors of Esc|ulmait Acclaim tho 
Conservative Canilldate 

The Masonic hall, Ksciulnialt, was 
crowded last evening on the occasion 
of a meeting held In the interests of 
Hon. C. K. Pooley, the standard-bear- 
er of the Liberal-Conservalivt? asso- 
ciation of the district. It was a rous- 
ing rally, the remarks of Hon. :vlr. 
Pooley, those of Hon. Edgar IJewdnev, 
and other speakers, being punctuated 
with applause. - It jyas s|[(Q)vn that the 
policy enacted 'by itheVpresent rgovem- 
ment upon asistirtiingi'ltiierrelhs some 
throe years ago,; w^Sia&rogres.sive one, 
and that the wl.«ie-. legislation Intro 
duced had resulted ■ In -Iirtlng British 
Columbia from bankruptcy to a condl 
tlon of unprecedented pr()si)erlty, ]'''ur 
thormore it was jjroved that the Lib 
orals hitherto had advanced no dvlm 
Ite policy, their attack of the adndn 
Istration had, been entirely upon ; 
basis of slande-r and niisrepresenta 
tion. As point after point was scorei 
tho enthusiasm of those present wa 
aroused to a higher pitch until, at th 
conclusion, aJl- unlted InJ.. three most 
liearty cheers * foWfithe-,' S^^Bflde go\' 
ornment . and i,t^a jcandld^j&pontesting 
the constltuonbj! idt; Usqulmalf as one 
Of ,i^ :aupiio5terfi.;.*«j tMw*f ■ 

A. G.- ilowara Potts ■was; unanimous- 
ly -selected to act as Th.-tlrinan. Hav- 
ing ox])re.ssed his aiJjjrociatlon of the 
honor done hlin he called upon the 
candidate, Hon. C. E. Poiitey. ■ 
Mr. Pooley's Ad^^ess 
'Th His opening remark^j'Mr. Pooley 
dealt, with the questidh of Better 
Terms. He said that thbfmatter hud 
been brought up on three separate oc- 
caslyns. but never with such Hucce.ss 
as whtn Premier Mcl.lrldo presented 
the province's case bol\)ro tho recent 
Jiite'r-provlnclal-- J'Njiifc.'jSice. Despite 
tho fact that the premier liad to con- 
front' the ablest statesi}ien of the Do- 
minion, he had held his own. Although 
only a young num and comiiaratlve- 
ly inexperienced, lie had di.splayed 
marked determination and perspl<;ulty 
in ills argument. 

The Dominion governnient had 
drawn from British Columbia no Ic; s 
than, »20,000,0.00 over and above what 
hajt" been * 'returned. Therefore it 
<;buld not'be irainsald that the premier 
had acteS' rightly In .declining to ac- 
cept $1,000,000 or $100,000:' a year for 
ten years In payment of aU.clalms the 
province had against the .federal auth- 
orities. 

"SVer(r it not for tho fact that BrItiali 
Columbia possessed Immenso resources 
it would not lie possible for tho 
country to prospei-. Tho people would 
have become practically bankrupt. But 
tho lislieries, the niinorals, the timber 
and the otlier rich natural resources 
of the country had maintained It.s 
buoN-.-mcy. 

Mr. l'oole>- drew attention to some 
of the renin rks of Premier McBride 
in an address in one of tho ne-iglibor- 
ing districts. ''I'hese were to the ef- 
fect that better termsVwere liccom- 
Ing more and more necessary as the 
unsettled portions of the province wore 
opened up. It would bo unfair, tho 
speaker said, atlU quoting tjie premier, 
to tax the newcomers, for the purjiose 
of paying for the public works which 
their presence made necessary. 

Premier McBrlde had also acted well 
when he refused to abide by the ma- 
jority vote of the conference. He an- 
swered when asked to do so, that he 
would have to return to tho people anil 
to obtain their instruction. That was 
what he was iu^klng for now. And ho 
was sure that the voice of the elec- 
tors would be unanimous in einlorslng 
the attitude assumed by the premier. 
(Applause.) 

Mr., Pooley, continuing, state that 
he hoped to sec a railway constructed 
from the north end of 'Vancouver Is- 
land to Ksqulmalt harbor In tho near 
future. Development along that; line 
was already decided upon, the C. P, 
R. liavlng .announced this ddtermlna- 
tlon to continue the E. & N. to a point 
on the West coast. That was In tho 
nature of a start, and ho felt confi- 
dent that It promised the introduc- 
tion of a new era. 

The School Law 

Referring to the School act, against 
which there had been some criticism, 
Mr. Pooley said that the' amendments 
Introduced by the government were 
wise. They gave Uie pepple what 
might be termed "Homo Rule." Tho 
provisionK were to the effect that every 
district shoulil pay for its education 
beyond a certain point. Thus the res- 
idents of any section could satisfy 
themselves. If they wanted ii. lietLeV 
system than an .'idjolnlng centric tiioy 
had to \)ay for what they got. lie was 
(irmly con\'lnced that this was .a lien 



and by means of wise and economic 
legislation 'the country had boon once 
moro' placed upon a firm footing. (Ap- 
plause.) 

" Confidence Restored 

'.'"Now I am In a position to say, be- 
cause I have it from headauarters, 
that the (inanclors of the Old Coun- 
try are taking a real Interest in the 
pending election. Investment is being 
held in abeyance until the people of 
Briti.sh Columbia have pronounced 
their Judgment." This statement was 
made most emphatically by Mr. Pooley. 
He added that ho had never made any 
pre-election promises, 6'r>stetejilti'.ts, 
which wore not absolutely t'd' bo ro- 
lled uiion. Ho treated tho electors as 
a.i independent man, and ho was con- 
lld'jnt that their attitude towards him 
was similar. Ho hoped that thev 
would see their way. Clear ^to give him 
a majority at the jTolIs'-'oh 'the 2nd of 
February. 

.Mr. Pooley took his chair amid en- 
thusiastic applause. 

Mr. Dowdney 

Hon. Edgar Dewdney jnontioned the 
length of time he had been a resident 
of British Columbia. He. not only took 
a, deep interest in the general affairs 
of the province but also in inattei-s 
\vlnch anected the districts of Esqui- 
nialt. Mr. l^oole-y. the candidate, was 
on.i Ol his best friends. lie had known 
htm for foi-tv-Uve years and hail :il-

.'uid he was of the ojdnion that no one 
present credited the inullclous asser- 
tions made.

Large Meeting Pronounces Em- 
phatically In Favor of 
Government 



Albernl, Jan. -1. — Hon. "William 
Manson ojiened his caini)aign on Sat- 
urday night In I3r;ind's Hail. 'Phcre 
was a large and enihuslastlc gathering, 
In spite of the bad weather. Itobei-t 
Woods, iin.'sldent of the Conservative 
Association, presided. 

William Blakemore of Victoria out- 
lined the policy of the McBride gov- 
rninent, emrihasizing the prosperity of 
the lumbering and mining industries, 
and the confidence restored in linancial 
circles by the stability of the govern- 
ment. Ho quoted the London l'"inan- 
clal News as urging the continuance 
of tho present administration In the 
Interests of Investors. He declared 
that. Mr. Macdonalii's criticism was 
purely destruotlve; he had no con- 
structive policy! his suggestions were 
more parochial than provincial, pre- 
senting too small an Issue for the occa- 
sion. Tho generally pro.sperous con- 
ditions justined tho conduct of the gov- 
ernment and would insure their retjirii. 
Mr. JlapKon followed, defending the 
nirse of the gnveniinent In the Kaien 
Island, Columbia & Western, Midway 
& Vernon aiid Assessment Act matters. 
Ho showed how industries had been 
protected, stimulated and developed, 
and pointed to the Imjiroved credit of 
tho province resulting I'roiii wise 
financing. There was an unlimited In- 
Mux of caiillal and general content 
uiuler existing conditions, the govern- 
ment being conducted on a busine.'^s 
Ijasis. lie believed the jieoph^ wiiuld 
nt the Intrusion of tlie Ott:Lwa 
machine, In violation of the right to 
manage our own affair.s.

Winnipeg, Jan. 21. — The local fuel 
situation is still serious. Dealers are 
handing out coal to customers In half-, 
ton lots. The wood supply is for the 
present practically exhausted. 

It is now generally conceded that 
there Is a serious shortage of coal at 
Fort William, and that before the win- 
ter is liver Winnipeg will: be"' very 
short of fuel. 

.Several country points wired for coal 
this morning, but none of them are In 
actual distress, The Canadian Pacific 
Hallway is sending out one-car slilp- 
ments to most of these jiolnts. A few 
car.s arrived In tho city over tho C. P, R. 
yesterday, but, not nearly enougli to 
supiily the demand. The C. P. It. is 
giving coal rlght-of- w.'iy over all other 
freight except perishable goods. 

Very little coal ordered from Duluth 
has reached Winnipeg as yet, and deal- 
ers here are beginning- to. fear that 
most of their shipments are being 
stolen for North Dakota, where a bad 
famine prevails. If this Js .the case, it 
Is hard to tell .where^ the outcome of 
tho situation will be, as local dealers 
depend a good deal on getting coal 
from Duluth at the end of even a nor- 
mal season. Very little wood Is ar- 
riving here at present. Freight trafllc 
;;eems to bo completely tied up, and 
very little is expected. 

Took Coal Fforoibly 
Orenfell, Saslt.,' Jan. ,21.— When the 
train .pulled Into the now town of 
Wlridthprpt,, .about 20.: miles south of 
liereA'ori::,S^tur3ay2 morning, the entire

■"During the paat tew months the 
provincial government has presented 
to the federal government 'the claims 
of Manitoba to an extended boundary. 
Xn.vlew of the .fact 'that: her arefr -ls 
small and out .of an,propprtlon.tp, that 
of the other provinces, and In view or 
the fact that without violating or in- 
fringing tiie rights of other provinces 
she can be enlarged, the continual re- 
fusals made hy the federal government 
to add to her boundaries, to the gsn- 
ernl advantage of the country and the 
building tii> of the province, are un- 
e.\plalnable.

John Westlake, professor of Inter- 
natlonal laiv at-the University of Cam- 
bridge, one -of the momhera for the 
United Kingdom In the International 
court of arbitration at The Hague, 
made this statement to the Associated 
Press: "I am' unable to see any justi- 
fication In international law for the 
action of Governor Swettenham. It 
was rather informal on the part of 
Adiniral Davis If he did not ask for 
the Governor's perinlsslon before hand- 
ing men; but the landing of men, 
though thoy were armed, was not even 
a technical broach of international law, 
as it was apparent that thei-e was no 
design to exert American authority." 

On the other liand, some of the 
West Indian traders are inclined to 
support Governor Swettenham. One 
of them \vas rpioted as saying that 
the action of the United States in 
landing, unbidden, a party of marines 
was "high-handed and unwarranted." 
The latter is the sole critic of Ad- 
miral Davis' action, and .does not ac- 
cord with the almost universal oRl- 
clal £i:>d public sentiment. 

No Attention 

Wasiiinston, Jan. 21. — From offi- 
cial sources It is learned tliat no at- 
tention will be paid bj- the United 
States government to the action of 
Governor Swettenham of Jamaica, in 
asking Admiral Davis to withdraw hjs 
forces froin Kingston. It is held here 
that the act of the governor is that of 
a single individual, for which the Brit- 
ish government' is in no manner to be 
held responsible. 

The .Matter of Aid 

London, Jan. 21. — Iteiilylng to a tel- 
egram from the British charge d'af- 
faires at Waslilngton reporting tliat 
the state department had inqulreil 
whether Great Urltaln desired, or was 
willing to accept further assistance In 
money or other forms Of aid for the 
Kingston eartiuiuake sufferers, the 
Foreign Office replied as follows: "Tlio 
offer of the -American government to 
give further aid Is grateftjlly appre- 
ciated by His Majesty's government.

rendered to the Inlialdtunts of King- 
ston In their sulfering."

Halifax, Jan. 21. — The steamer 
wlilcli left tonight for Januiica is tak- 
ing $1 0,000 worth of relief stipplios, 
consisting of Hour, peas, meal, biscuit 
ami otlier foodstuffs, shipped by the 
collector of cuiitoms for the Domin- 
ion governmont. The riiilitla depart- 
ment Is shipping nOO tents. 

Toronto, Jan. 21.— The city council 
today endorsed the action of the 
board of control In granting $.5,000 
for the relief of sufferers In Jamaica, 
and ordered tiio city treasurer to act 
at once.

No Explanation Yet 

Shortl.s- after h o'cJocK" this afternoon 
tho Colonial Ori'lc(^ received <a despiitch 
from Governor .Swettenham, asking the 
British government to convey to tlie 
govermnent oC the United States, the 
thanks of Jamaica for the Atnerlcan 
assistance rendered by Admiral Davis, 
Tho telegram contains no mention of 
tho incident Involving tho departure 
of tho American worships, regarding 
which the British government Is still 
awaiting direct Information.

' A battle royal took pUu'o In tho 
course of tho evening over llic propo- 
sition to raise the wages of all day 
laborers In tho employ of the city 
not getting more than $3 a day, by 
HEo a day. The motion was Intro- 
duced by Aid. ..Fultorton, ' who gA-ve 
notice of his intentions some time 
ago, in accordance with ii request 
proferrod to tho council of 190G by 
the members of the Victoria Labor- 
ers' Protective as.soclatlon. Tho mat- 
ter was laid over for tho considera- 
tion of this year's coulicl!, Aid. Ful- 
lorton and Aid. Hall being avowedly 
in favor of It. According to Aid. l^'ul- 
lorton, liOl of the city oniplo.\eus 
would ho affoc'tod bv llu! increase. 

"This is a matter," said Aid. Foil, 
"which should come ui) when wo are 
dealing with the estimates. To in- 
crease the wages of 201 men 2nc a 
day means an Increase in expenJI- 
ture of $r)0 u da.v. and if tlie men 
woi'k only :iOO days oacli, comes to 
?l.r)0O a year, quite a sub.slnntiul sum. 
I do not think that the ral.no slir-uld 
he limited to the laboring men. . i am 
certainly in favor of tho move ,ana I 
think that they dosorvo an.' increase 
in salary; but thoroi are other ;clty 
employees .who must also bo roonslder- 
ed when we undertake to raise salar- 
ies. . There . aro the' il re and police 
men, -many of whom- get . no more i>cv 
day, than do, the, day laborers— jiI- 
Ihough of course they worlt continu- 
ously. No," concluded hOi "I am quite 
in favor of tho move;, but I think 
that consideration should bo laid over 
for a future, date."

The 
I/iljerals have been In power at Ottawa 
for more than ten years, and if I hey 
had ■ ;iny Intention of making appro- 
l)ri£(.tlons. In keeping with the contri- 
butions of this province to the Do- 
minion revenue, they have had ainpio 
oi)port<inlly to do so. 
, But the province is entitled to spe- 
cial con.siderutlon because of tho e.x- 
.j'eptlonal difficulties attending the 
earryiiivr on of tiie government by rea- 
tion of Keographieal eoiiciitions. This, 
coupled with tho fact that tho peo- 
ple of 'British Columbia aro. oxception- 
uUy large- contributors to the federal 
revenue, constitutes tho basis of the 
claim for better terms. 
', r^arger appropriations have notiilng 
to do With better terms. 

This is the issue between the two 
parties. The Conservatives <-laini 
better terms .and lar,';er appropriations; 
the Liberals will be content with lar- 
ger appropriations alone. 
J," tTpon this Issue there can be no 
tloulit w!v>re the very great majority 
•(if tlie people of Brillsli Cohinilda 
stand. In fact, until Mr. Macdonald de- 
ll ried his po9ltlpn, wo did not suppose 
that there was any cli'fforcnco of opin- 
ion In tho province In respect to bet- 
tor terms. 

Mr. Macdonald has gone baclv upon 
his own record on this question. He 
has dune so after consultation wltli 
,,Mr.v!.#i;cInnea. That gentleman came

SOCIALISM AND LABOR 

Oiir advice.^ from Rossland are 
that. In a speech delivered In that 
city, Mr. Mclnnes went to the ex- 
treme limit in denouncing Labor men 
and Socialists. This comes with a 
very poor grace from a man, who, 
early in hla poUtleal career, furnish- 
ed the rrtlnors at' N'a:nttlmo with So- 
cialist literature, and has on more 
than one occasion advocated proce- 
dure which even Socialists would 
consider ,extrayagant. Concerolng So- 
cialism, as a political cult, we do' hot 
Uilnk there is any proper place for 
it in British Columbia politics. Its 
theories aro interesting, and under 
one form or another have been advo- 
cated in the past by many able and 
excellent men. The great evil in con- 
nection witli It is that It has been 
e.';poHsrd l)y men, who think they see 
in it a means I'or adv.ancing their 
personal ends, and who, for tho lack 
Of a thorough understanding of their, 
own subject, and because they do 
not realize that everything good in 
Hoeiallsni can only be developed by 
a slow process extending over goner- 
;atlQJxsi counsel^ y.lo.lence - and ^reacfh 
disloyalty; ' Tills sort of thing 66ah 
Incalculable barm and i)revonts tlio 
progress of the reforms, which So- 
cialism professes to aim at promot- 
ing..... As, a political . cult,,. Socialism Is 
fraught 'witli' mischief' 'to the com- 
munity; but many of the Ideas ad- 
vanced by its real leaders, we do not 
mean the fanatics who talk of pull- 
ing down the Hag and working al- 
ways for the revolution, are worthy 
of consideration, and are having their 
inlluence upon legislation in nil 
parts of the world. Tlie greater num- 
ber of those, will." call thinnselves 
Soclalista, are not unreasonable men, 
and they have Identllled themselves 
with the political party of that nanie, 
chiefly because tliey have been led to 
believe that there Is no liope for a 
better state of things from the old 
parties. . AV^e^ think that ■ tipy have 
made " a great' hiistalte; we think 
they aro vori,- badly advised, ijy, those 
to wliom tliey loolc for guiatihcie; we 
think that they are chuslng-iShadoWH. 
At the same time we recoirnlze that 
I hey aro citizens of .the country, and 
as long as they confine thomsc'.ves 
to reasonable agitation, and do not 
advocate tho violent, overthrow oC 
existing in.stitulions, they are' entitled 
to deal with tho questions of tho day 
In such manner as seems best 
to themselves. 

The Labor Party .stands on a dif- 
ferent footing. During tho last quar- 
ter of a century conditions havo 
arisen, wiilch put a new complexion 
upon politics, and these are finding 
expression in the I^abor movement as 
a political organization. AVItli the 
spread of educati&n and tho general 
Iinprovoment In , the status of work- 
ing men, there has arisen a d(!m.ind 
for the recognition of new iirlnclpies 
la legislation. The Labor movement 
has nothing In common with Social- 
ism. It Is the outcome of political 



evolution. AVo do not believe that 
t he Labor Party will be a perman- 
ent political organization/ because the 
interests which it represents are too 
( losely identilled vvltii thpso' of the 
wholo community. If British Coluni- 
Ida Liberalism had been progressive, 
there would bo no Labor Party In 
ihi.s province; but as it is absolute- 
ly non-progressive, as It is hand-ln- 
Iflove with interests, which aro hos- 
tile to the Labor movomoiit, the 
wage-earners have resolved to place 
their own candidates in tho field, and 
tbcroljy .secure; representation .o£^;,tljeir 
views tipoh the floor of tlie legisla- 
ture. There Is no warrant for class- 
ing Labor men with Socialists, and 
if thoy are driven to ally tlienisolves 
with that :■ party. It* will only bo be- 
cause they beiievo that they cannot 
get justice otherwise There is no 
class of men, who are more deeply 
concerned In tho welfare of the coun- 
try than the wage-earners. Their 
prosperity deiiends directly upon the 
condition of business. There inter- 
ests demand stable government. They 
have nothing to gain by overthrow- 
ing tho present administration ;ind 
placing In power an untried party, 
whose chief spokesman cannot llnd 
words strong enough to denounce 
them. 



AN ENGLISH VIEW 

Following Is an extract from a let- 
ter written by a resident of London, 
prominent in llnanclal circles, who 
lias been In the past, and wo believe 
now is identified in a large way with 
British Columbia investments: 

"A cable has arrived from Ottawa 
saying 'Mclnnes has resigned from 
Governorship of A'ukon and Is going 
into provincial politics.' A\''e cunciude 
this means he is going to light tho 
pro\'inclal battle backed by the Do- 
minion government. AVe fool here 
that IMeBride has too strong .i posi- 
tion, and too good a record for any- 
one to upset him. I liojie in tlio true 
Interest of the province, it will be 
so. Tho constant , changes in govern- 
ment have done the greatest possible 
harm to tho credit of British Colum- 
bia, and. Libera', as I am in Knglish 
politics, I should not hesltatt! to vote 
for tho McBride government In the 
true Interest of tho province." 

It is not surprising that indepen- 
dent outsiders aro startled at tho 
spectacle of tho Ottawa government 
lighting for tho overthrow of an ad- 
minlstrittlgn, which, has given this 
province so much that Is commend- 
able during the three and a half 
jear.s in which It has been in power. 
The spectablo of Ottawa interference 
In a local contest Is fortunately not 
usual and thoSo who 'know Sir AVil- 
frid Laurler best are tho most amaz- 
ed that ho has lent himself to such 
an arrangement now. Fortunately 
there Is very little doubt as to what 
the result will be The people of 
British Columbia are not going to 
Jji ve -Air. Mclnnos at any price. "We 
do not mean to say that he will not 
be elected. Constituencies do strange 
things, and perhaps the most uncer- 
taIn of them all Is the constituency 
of Vancouver, the personnel of which 
must have changed to a very large de- 
gree since 1903. But we do not be- 
lieve that Mr. Mclnnes wUl be followed 
by anything like a majority of the 
House, if he succeeds in gaming a seat 
for himself. The people of the prov- 
ince know him too ^v?ll. They know 
that his paramountcy in the legisla- 
ture' would be regarded in the money 
centres as a danger signal. The thing 
for the people to do Is to send tho 
government back with 80 Strong a ma- 
jority that Mr. Mclnnes' capacity for 
mlsehlet will be reduced to a mini- 
mum.

There are^'nO isstie's\|il,' Vble campaign 
tliat any one cahnot' scc right upon the 
surface. AVhat good can tho voters of 
Ksqulmalt do themselves by endeav- 
oring to defeat the government? What 
good can they hope to. derive from 
electing Mr. .Tardine?

Ottawa, Jan. .12. — If parliament is to 
meet in November of tills year, it will 
hardly lie necessary to take such 
leuKtliy Cliristmas vacation us tlie one 
just concluded. The United States con 
Kres.s only took a weelc, and I here is no 
reason whatever why tlii; IJouiinioii par- 
liament should take any longer. Many 
iiienibcrs remained at the Capital for 
ilio holidays, and for several days be- 
fore the actual re.snniiuion of business 
on Wednesday fully two score represeU' 
tatlves weye in town. The governinont 
claims tliitf it is anxious to expedite 
business; in order that ovory thing may 
be cleared away to enable Sir Wilfrid 
and his colleagues to be in liJuglaud ou 
April 15,' but two weeks of valiiable 
time ha v^;. been lost, and tlte xjrospects 
of the session being coacjuded by the 
middle of April are Very slim. 

The Yukon coinmissioner.sliip is still 
undecided at the time of writing, .but 
possibly before this letter reaches Brit- 
ish Columbia, Mr. Kalph Smith may 
have elcctcMl to accept the offleo. After 
everytliing had been cut and dried about 
Mr. Mclniies re-enterintc Britisli Col- 
umbia politics, the .«ilory goes that that 
gentleman made a rBCOiumendation to 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier as to wlio slionlii 
Huccoeil bini at Dawson. Tlio l^'irst 
.Alinistor did not concede that it was 
Jlr. !Mclmies' privilege to nominate his 
snccossor, and promptly iiifonni^d some 
of those wlio discussed the inn Iter with 
him lliat <Iay, tiiat Itiilpli Smitli could 
liave tlic olilcc if lie desired. This, then, 
is liie existing condition of nlfiiirs. Mr. 
Smith is ^coiusidcring tlie mailer, 
doubtiless will make up iiis mind 
long. 

Who Moved Mr. Molnnes? 
In connection with the Dawson va- 
cancy, the qneution is being asked, 
Who is responsible for Mr. Mcluiios' 
resieuation of the commiflflioiicrsliip, and 
ontrnnce into the Uritisli Cohimbia 
flghtV Sir Wilfrid Laniior lias all along 
realized the importance of controUiiis 
the provinces, and to a certain extent 
has tilled the part of kingmaker, or 
ratiier picmier-uiaker. He put George 
Mnrray in I lie position which he now oc- 
cupies as premier of Nova Scotia. He 
made Mr. Parent premier of Quebec, 
and later deposed hlra to give the office 
to Mr. Gouin, at the same time recom- 
pensing Mr. Parent with one of the best 
positions in the public service of tlie Do- 
minion, namely, the chairmanship of the 
Xatiouai TranscontiiiDiital Kailway 
commission. Now he wants to go fur- 
ther. He desires to see British Coliiiu- 
hia in svmputliy politically in the local 
Hou.se Willi the federal adniinistraliou, 
and for this reason he cansos overtures 
to be made to Mr. Mai'dnnnid to invito 
Billv Mclnnes to join him in the jiro- 
vincial light.

obslnu-ling- or impeding an iiis|)ec- 
lor in his work severe iiciiiillies are pro- 
vided, inspector liiinsidC having the 
power to apprehend any orfeniler. ll 
will thus be scmmi that Hie new measure 
Is of a most drastic cliarnctor, and it 
will devolve upon the Britisli "Oolunibin 
Ciinners' association to protect tlieir 
own interests. 

Labor Disputes Bill

However, they may rec.iiislder 
tlieir decision before the discussion is 
I'esumed next week. Meanwliili", .Mr. 
I.emienx has submitted to parliament 
his promised bill for tlio prevention and 
settlement of strikes and ' lockoiltK. It 
will apply to mines • iiiid imblic utilities, 
transportation companies, railways, tel- 
egraph and telejihone lines, and gas. 
elecli-ic and water plants. Some of its 
provisioiiK are of a sweeping cliaracler 
A special iirovisiun iinikes it an olfenci! 
for aii.v person to incite others to de- 
clare , or eontliiiu; a strike or lockout 
prior to or pending a roferenei! of the 
dispute to a board of coneiliation and 
iuvostlgn'tion.' It is made an offence for 
employers to decla;'e a lock'nil simply 
because any of Iheir ein))loyees arc 
members oE a labor orftiinizatioii. Sim- 
ilarly it is made an offence for em- 
pio.vees to strike .simply bocatisn an em- 
ployer employs a non-union man. Tliese 
partii-nlar clauses will doiiliHess evoke 
considerable controversy, ('omiieteiit le- 
sal authorities expro.s.s grave doubts as 



to the right or power of parliament to 
punish a man for breaking a contract to 
work, or to penalize another for closing 
his business establishment "vvhen ho 
thinks it Is ia his interest to. do so, Tlio 
tunn' wlio invests Oils money In an indus- 
trial eutcrprise is the. one individual to 
say how long he shall eontnue it, and 
it is held Hiat iiarliament has no right 
to deprive a man of his liberty in this 
respect. Mr. Lemieux's bill may be of 
some benefit only in resi)ect of trade dis- 
putes in which botli sides are in a con- 
ciliatory mood. Tile machinery sug- 
gested seems to be reasonable, but if 
under Hie act either side to a dispnie is 
to surrender his rights and liberties, 
then there are bound to be strenuous 
protests. 

Remarkable CorresponderiBe 
One of the most extraordinary re- 
lurna ever submitted to parliament, was 
that which gives the recent correspond- 
ence between the government and tlio 
.N'orlh Atlantic Trading comininy, tlie 
famous Coniinenlal syndicate wliich Ii.is 
taken tliousan<ls annually from the Do- 
minion exchequer for tile emigrants it 
has sent, or alleged to have sent, from 
continental Knnii)e to Camido. 'J'lie 
company has liled with the Dominion 
authorities a claim for heavy damages 
for the cancellation of its contract. No- 
tice of cancellation was given in April 
last, the ground being that the company 
had failed to live up to the terms of its 
agreement, especiiilly with respect to 
emigration from Scandinavian countries. 
'Tlie agreement lerniinaled on Nov. ;fO 
last, and the syndicates holds that it 
was entitled to one year's iiotii'e. In 
connection with the wish of many mem- 
bers of parliament to ascertain the 
names of the men composing the syndi- 
cate, it appears that Mr. Allan, of the 
t,'anadian emigration otllce in London,' 
went over to Amsterdam to Interview' 
Mr. Cohen, secretary of the KT. A. T. 
company. .Mr. Cohen iniide a very curi- 
ous stipiilaiiou: He was prepared to 
give the names, to Sir .Wilfrid Laurier, 
Mr. Fielding, and to one other Liberal 
and a Conservative, on tlie condition 
that these four gentloinen would take 
a solemn and binding oath iieviM- to 
divulge the names, ami that Sir Wilfrid 
himself would undertake lo see that 
this pledge was observed. AVlial penal- 
ties would be imposed upon Sir A\'ilfriil 
Laurier in Hie event of any one of the 
other llireo making the names iniblic is 
not suggested. The stipulation was so 
absurd thai it could not be entertained 
for a moiiieiit. One of the li'll(>rs in the 
return contains the dei'laratioii that if 
Hie minister of the iiilerior revealed llie 
names of the members of the syndicate, 
several of them would ciaiiiiiil suicide. 
Naturally Hie nuestion arises. Why com- 
mit suicide"; These men musi have been 
guilty of some fearful breaches of the 
laws of the council in which the.v M'oro 
operating if they had to go to tlie o.'^- 
treme length of taking their own lives 
rather than come within the pale of tli'o 
law.

witlistanding the fact that the season 
was an. extremely hot and dry one, lit- 
tle, if any, rain having fallen during 
.Inly and August. 

.lolin JIcKenzie, Dominion lands 
agent at Xew AVestminster, reports that 
the district is develoiiing well, the num- 
ber of settled areas having greatly in- 
creased in recent years. Jlr. .McKeiizie 
•ilrongly recommiMiils the dyking of Iho 
Siimas valley. I'nder jireseiil conditions 
llie Xew Westniinsler di.strict. he say 
i.s b.'idly cut in two portions, and the 
dyking of tiie land Avould mean acceler- 
ated progress for the, whole district.

Whliu the iH-esenl status of affairs 
cannol be staled officially or auth- 
oritatively, owing to a natural desire 
to avoid discussion, Ihr following, 
gathered from weil-ii;rorniod sources, 
Is bolieved to embody the most es- 
sential features of tho arrangemonl. 

Tiirough the Intervention of the 
iMarquls of Lahdadowno, who Is the 
Duko of Marlborough's uncle, the 
Duchess has been induced to take a 
position favorable to an adjustment. 
It was during her recent stay at the 
Marciuis' bouse at Bowood park, that 
the main features were arranged, and 
these- have since lieoii gone over liy 
the family of the Duchess and otiiers 
concerned. 

.-Vcordlng to the present arrange- 
ment, tlie Duke and Duchess will iivo 
aiiarl. llie Duke retaining Uleiihelm 
palace entirely and contimiing to en- 
joy the $100,000 a year settled upon 
iilin by the Duclu's.s' family, willi the 
custody of their two sons for six 
months oacii year, the control of tlieir 
education until tliey become of age and 
the choice of iheir iirofesslons. On 
Ihe other hand, the Du(dn!ss will en- 
joy till' use of the MarlhorouKli fam- 
ily jewol.s, and will have precedence 
as a duke's wife, with the right to 
take her sons with her to any part 
of the continent during thoir holidays, 
but without interfering with their 
studios after the age of fourteen. 

It is also' said that llie agreement 
exacts that the boys sliall not be 
taken to America for an cxleiiiled pe- 
riod until they reach the age to (•Imse 
a place of residence for llioiiiselvos. 
Hli.'Uhelin will not lie clus.-d, as at lirsl 
iiitoiidcil and llie DiiUe will lonlinuc to 
live there instead of "Woodstock House 
where lie proposed to malce his licad- 
nuarters when he decided lo let liis 
ancestral home. The Duchess, liow- 
over, has withdrawn her valuable col- j 
lection of .Sevres china, books and 
;>roji7.es, anliciuo furniture and pic- 
tures by Lancret and Wattoau, which j 
she took there at the time of her niar- i 
riago. I 

Mrs. Oliver P. Belmont, who has i 
lieen with llie Duchess for tho pa.st 
live wcelvs, has done her best to fur- 
tiicr an understanding between her 
(laiighter and the Duke, She Is still 
wllii the former at Sunderland Hou.se, 
where Oliver P. Belmont Is also stay- 
ing. 

Althougli everything h.id been ar- 
ranged that tho Duchess should join 
her brother at 'Vtllefranoho for a cruise 
on tho Valiant, Mrs. Belmont Induceil 
llu! Duchess not to leave London un- 
111 the present fairly satisfactory ar- 
rangements had been made. 

Charles nussell, of Kilowon, solicd- 
lor for the Duchess, lias hold long 
negotiations witli Sir George Lewis, 
tlie Duke's solicitor. Tho Marquis of 
[..ansdowne also helped to bring about 
a mutual understanding. 

The two sons of the Duke andDucl-.- 
ess will go to Eton college next year.

Chief Watson, of the fire dejjart- 
ment, is at pre.ient la communication 
with iMerryweather & Sons, the fa- 
nioua English Jinn of tire engine man- 
ufacturers, and as a result, Victoria 
may, and iti'. all., probability wiil, soon 
acquire - one;^fvt'iji§'mbst niodern and 
up-to-date pieces' "of lire fighting ma- 
chinery yot Invented. 
• Tho city has, for Bom6 time past, 
been contemplating' additions and Im- 
provements to the (ire 'department, and 
it Is expected that one of the llrst 
steps taken by the new' cuuncll will 
be tho appropriating of a several thou- 
sand dollars to Improve the i)rescnt 
system. As aiuiounceil In these col- 
mnns some time ago, It is proposed i 
to procure for the city a small motor | 
runabout for the .purpose of getting 
men rapidly to the fires, AVlth Ihla in 
view. Chief Watson communicated 
with Merryweatliors concerning their 
gasoline lire (ighliiig engines, and his 
atton.tlo.iii. .was 'the'h di-awn to the fact 
that tlie "'corhpaiiy. is ' how manufactnr- 
ing tire englAen, 6t which the pump- 
ing as well as the motor power Is pe- 
trol. The chief was very umch im- 
pressed with tlie new departure, and 
has already pliKed tin; nuichlne, the 
I purchasi; of which lie will rceoiiimoiul 
to the council, should It be decided 
to increase tlie i>resciit department. 

The motor lire engine. Is in appear- 
ance very uiucli lilte an ordinar.v- au- 
tonioblie, its ongliu.'s are llft>- horse 
power, and are fitted with all the lat- 
est iuiprovemoiits. In the rear of tho 
car Is a small but jjowerful force 
pump, and the engine la so arranged 
I hat when the scen« of operations Is 
reached, the power cah be slipped by 
means oC a, small catch, I from the 
wheels , to .. tlie pump. , Thel pump can 
throw. t\yo Jets, each wltli a .'fdrce o£ 
from one. hundred 'to oiie hundred and 
fifty pounds.. aha can handle four hun- 
dred and fifty gallons of water a min- 
ute. 

The motor it.self has four cylinders, 
circulation of llie cooling water Is oli- 
lalned by means of a centrifugal pump 
driven by a spur gear. The carhurtot- 
ter is of the autoinatli; lloal feed type. 
Ignition is by high tension magneto 
with a batter,v and coll for use as an 
alternative, 

"That machine" said Chief Watson, 
In conversation with a Colonist re- 
porter yesterda.v. "would save the city 
the wages of a dozen men. It travoln 
at- thirty mileB' an. hour, and In it we 
could reacli the scene of a tire In 'no 
time.' If we .hac\ an engine like that 
on the departm6nt,;Xve 3hould not. need 
to i)ut a new engine In tlie .Yates Street 
hall, or enlarge'- the one at James Bay. 
The one motor engine at head quar- 
ters would be every bit as good as a 
horse ])ower one at these stations, "It's 
a si)lendl(l contrivance" was the chiefs 
opinion, "and I hope that we shall be 
able to obtain it," 

The engine will carry eight men, 
and a tliousand-^pi-t of hose. In addi- 
tion to the m.otpr tire engine, It Is 
proposed that a|ainnll automobile run- 
about be also sedured. This Is de- 
signed for getting men to a lire in a 
liiu ry. so that ., tho blaze may be 
checked In the ' '"ololent stages. With 
this end in view it is equipped with 
powerful engines, and will run at a 
high- rate of speed. It carries several 
hundred f oe| ' Of ; hose, togeUier with 
small chenilcal extinguishers,- axes and 
all the other paraphernalia necessary 
for the <|tielling of a small blaze. 

Aid. Fullertoii. the chairman of the 
lire committfe, In conversation with 
the Colonist staled hiniseU" as much 
In fa\'or of securing the two machines, 
lie was of the opinion that If the citv 
should get the."ie two engines, It might 
be possible to dispo,se of one of the 
engines now on the department. Aid, 
Fullerton ,stated that ho would favor 
getting rid of the engine known as thi- 
Cliurlos K, Rcdfern. This engine Is an 
c.-ctrcniely powerful one, and It Is In 
every way as good as It was when 
llrst bought by the city, having onlv 
been used two or three times. ,lt cost 
In tho neighborhood olT JT.OOO, and Aid. 
Fullerton is of the opinion that nearly 
the whole of that sum might be real- 
ized on It. The cost of the two mo- 
tors would be in the neighborhood of 
$i;,ooo. 

The iirogramnie of improvements 
for the hro department this year also 
Includes additions ;iiid .Improvements 
to tho fire halls at .lames Bay and on 
A'ntes street, although, should' tho au- 
toniobiio.« ho purcha.sed. the altera- 
tions will In all prOliabMlty he not so 
extensive as was first contemplated. 
Increasnd pay for the llremen will also 
In all probability be arranged for. "If 
It isn't," said one of the men to the 
Colonist yesterday, "there'll be a 
change In the department, for tho men 
won't stay at their present wages.'

" iThe reign of the rooster Is evident 
thls week at the Market Hall. Although 
the ahcth annual exhibition of the "S Ic- 
torla Poultry and Pet Stock Associa- 
tion will not be formally opened by 
His Honor tho Lieutenant-Governor 
until Thursday, already the feathered 
aristocracy are gathering In great 
numbers for tlie show. 

Yu.storday, the first reception day, 
was one of business only. As fast as 
ccnslgnmonts wore received from out- 
Kldo point.'! each bird was weighed. 
This ovldonee of plumpness or other- 
wise was written on the ticket at- 
tached to each coop, together with 
other notes pf Identincatlon. And 
every bird is decorated with a log-band 
giving the number oi: the entry, so 
there Is not the slightest danger of 
any being lost among over 1000 en- 
tries. 

Tho arrangement of the coops la as 
perfect as could be devised. There Is 
a total absence of crowding, and ample 
facilities havo boon provided, not alono 
for visitors to the show insiiecllng tho 
display, but; also tor tlio comfort ot tlie 
birds. Tlioso who arrived yesterday 
became Immediately at homo In their 
ti'Miporary surroundings. Tlio lusty 
crows emanating from the many-col- 
ored throats of the oooupants showed 
tliat I he entries, at ail events, wore 
satislled. 

Outside points were wholly respon- 
sible fur tho largo number of exhibits 
received yesterday, local breeders re- 
serving tlie placing ot their ' stock in 
the exhibition until this morning. But 
enough is already evident to demon- 
strate that both in number and quality 
til is week's exhibition is far ahead of 
any previous one. Of Asiatic origin, 
the Langshnns were tho first Oriental 
stock to arrive. There are some splen- 
did specimens already in their allotted 
positions, principally from Salt Spring 
Island. And from far-away Spain 
c.'imo tlic parent stock o£ the Andalu- 
sians. Tlieso are veritable aristocrats 
of the bird world. Their plumage is 
extremelv beautiful, and the care 
shown in preparing the birds that ar- 
rived yesterday for the exhibition em- 
pliasizcs the fact tiiat not a point will 
hi- lost for the want of effectual dis- 
play. 

Favorite varieties are already much 
in evidence. As far as present arrivals 
go, Rhode Island Reds have tlio iargost 
number, but they are followed very 
closely by Barred Plymouth Hocks. 
Magnificent breeding pens of both 
these varieties from outside points 
show that local fanciers will have to 
look well to their laurels to retain the 
badges of supremacy. 

Generally, ov.-rythlng has been pre- 
pared in splendid shape for the recep- 
tion of tho entries. Tlie contractors, 
Moore & Whittington. h.avo evidently 
eonsld.-red more the credit of Vieloria 
than tlie cash to be received for the 
work. President Baylis was on hi'nd 
all day yesterday supervising matters — 
111 fact he appeared to be acting as a 
committeo of one on everything. Tho 
large staff of assistants were continu- 
ally calling on him for advice and di- 
rection, and he never seemed lo be at 
a loss for the right thing to say or 
ordered done. , 

Many people's eyes will he opened at 
tho forthcoming show. Ih bpth. qual- 
ity and quantity 4t far surpasses any 
exhibition of the kind, ever, attempted 
on Vancouver Island. It will be In- 
teresting to note what the judge, H. H. 
Collier of Tacoma, as an export outside 
authority, thinks of tho remarkable 
showing of poultry wlien scoring the 
different entries. 

More pigeons are entered this yoar 
than ever before; In fact, to see the 
pigeons and other pet stock alono Is 
well wortli tho admis."<lon fee. Pigeons 
of all kinds are entered— Nuns, Jacob- 
ins, Owls, Dragoons, Carriers and 
Homers. The class of Homers is par- 
ticularly strong, some of the hoys 
showing ten to twelve pair each. This 
year tho association Is very fortunate 
in securing tho services of F. McMunn 
its idgeon judge. Mr. MoMunn is a 
judge of long and wide experience, and 
one wlio.se opinion is valued Ijy 
fanciers.
